Details of Bank Theft

The “inside story’ of 
what happened before and 
after a $500,000 Fontana 
bank vault theft stood dis- 
closed today by the bank’s 
manager, who pleaded with 
his missing former “trust- 
ed” aide: ; 

“Surrender yourself and 
your children. You know 
how I feel about all this. 
The best thing for you to 
do, for yoursclf and your 
family, is give up.” 

The surrender plea and 
dramatic details of the 
half-million-dollar theft 
were given The Herald-Ex- 
aminer last night in an in- 
terview with Howard E. 
Shutt, manager of the 
branch bank. 

Sought was Shutt’s form- 
er assistant, Roger Lee Wil- 
liams, 27, who vanished 
from his Rialto home early 
Friday with his two.small 
daughters.

Reference exchange of correspondence between yourself, this office 
and a Mr. Earl Beastey, Llewellyn Camp, Baker, Calif. 


A representative of this office met Mr. Beasley under a bridge on 
the Basin Road exit, 11 miles south of Baker, Calif. At this time 
Mr. Beasley furnished five cardboard boxes of ore samples which he 
had carried from his camp some three miles south, not accessable by 
passenger vehicles, His conversation was that of a very lonesome 
prospector who hates the world and especially the Union Pacific Rail- 
road. It seems Mr. Beasley has had considerable trouble with the UP 
officials and advised me that most of them at one time or another have 
operated houses of prostitution in and around Las Vegas. 


Upon completing a visual tour of his claims and checking on a 
dump people have beenpilfering which is on one of his claims, we picked 
up eight gallon bleach bottles he had stached away and drove to Baker 
in order to secure his weekly water supply since there is no water any 
closer than 11 miles north, nor does Mr. Beasley have any form of 
transportation other than his feet.
